HERRIOT, Jim (Goalkeeper) Born Chapelhall, Lanarkshire. Spent seven 
seasons with Dunfermline and won Scottish B and Under 23 honours 
whilst with that club. Signed for Blues May 20th 1965. Ever present 
1966-67. 

MURRAY, Bert (Right Back) Born Hackney, London. Former schoolboy 
international, signed by Chelsea with whom he gained six England 
Under 23 caps as a winger. Following club mate Barry Bridges to 
blues he signed on August 4th 1966. 

WYLIE, Ron (Right Half) Glasgow born. Signed for Notts County as 
a 16year old amateur. Transferred to AstonVilla November 14th 1958. 
Was a hard working Inside forward untilswitching to winghalf.Trans- 
feredto Blues June 28th 1965. Appointed club skipper In succession to 
Terry Hennessey. 

HOCKEY, Trevor (Outside Left) Born Keighley. Entered League football 
with Bradford City. Transferred to Nottingham Forest and also 
Newcastle United. Helped them to win promotion 1964-65, before 
joining Blues In Nov. 1965. 

BRIDGES, Barry (Outside Right) Born Norwich. In 1965 he was signed 
by Chelsea, professional in 1958. He won many England Youth Caps 
and became Chelsea’s first choice Centre forward in 1961. Capped 
four times for England. 

PICKERING, Fred (Centre Forward) Signed for Blues from Everton 
the day before the first match of the season. Capped three times for 
England, he Is a strong, forceful and Intelligent centre forward, who 
began his career as a full back with Blackburn Rovers. 

VOWDEN, Geoff (Inside Left) Born Barnsley, but lived in Jersey as a 
boy. Spent four seasons with Nottingham Forest before joining Blues 
on October 23rd 1964. Scored on his debut v. Blackpool the following 
day and has been our top scorerforthe past two seasons. 

BEARD, Malcolm (Left Half) Born Cannock. Joined Blues groundstaff 
on 6th May 1957 and turned professional In May 1959. Played for 
England Youth Team In 1958-59 and made his first debut v. Burnley 
on September 17th 1960, 

GREEN, Colin (Left Back) Born Brymbo, nearWrexham. Made his debut 
In League football for Everton on September 3rd I960, facing Stanley 
Matthews of Blackpool. Transferred to Blues December 12th 1962. 

FOSTER, Winston (Centre Half) Born South Yardley, [Birmingham. 
Signed professional forms for Blues November 1958. Made league 
debut as deputy for Trevor Smith v, Burnley (h) on April 27th 1961. 

VINCENT, John (Inside Right) Born West Bromwich. Another product 
of Brlerley Hill, he was a reserve team ptayer at sixteen. League 
debut v. Blackburn March 13th 1964, Member of England Youth Team 
1965. 


Birmingham City’s History 

One of the districts three principal Football League clubs — they share 
the distinction with Aston Villa and West Bromwich Albion — Birmingham 
City have a history dating from 1875, which was 13 year's before the league's 
inception. . . . 

Until 1888 they were known as Small Heath Alliance, a title relinquished 
when they became the first club in the land to adopt the limited liability 
principle. Having switched to professionalism, Birmingham competed in 
the Football Alliance from 1889 until Division Two of the Foot ball League 
was formed in 1892, when they finished as champions, but were not pro¬ 
moted as automatic entitlement to higherstatus was notin force. 

However, Birmingham gained Division one rank in 1894 for two seasons, 
and were promoted again in 1901, for one season. Anotheryear sufficed to 
take them into the top flight again, and there they remained until 1908. 

In 1921 the St. Andrew's side completed the campaign as Division Two 
champions, and the club's sojourn in Division One lasted until 1939. The 
second post-war season (1947-48) coincided with Birmingham City the 
City tag had been added in 1946 — being Division Two champions again, 
but they were back once more within two seasons, and then promoted on 
the most recent occasion in 1955. 

There was then a triple tie for the two vital places involving City ,Luton 
Town and Rotherham United, with the South Yorkshire men third on goal 
average. It was a black day for the Midlands when Wolves and City were 
relegated in 1965. Now they aim to follow Wolves and Coventry into Division 
One, and preferably not at Coventry’s expense. 

Birmingham’s cup career began inthe nineteenth century — in1879 and 
the first of their six semi-final appearances was In 1886, as Small Heath, 
when West Bromwich Albion defeated them at Aston. It is interesting to 
note the identities of Birmingham's opponents on the way to the last four 
— Burton Wanderers, Darwen, Derby County, Davenham and Redcar. 
Well might one ask thefamous question in relation to four of them; "Where 
are they now?” 

As Birmingham, the last-eight stage was reached in 1906, but the first 
final was delayed until 1931, when West Bromwich were their opponents at 
Wembley. This match made history. It was the first time that a club had 
won the Division Two championship and the FA Cup in the same season, 
as West Bromwich did with a 2-1 victory. 

In fact, that achievement has not been repeated, and Albion also provide 
the most recent instance of a Division Two club winning the cup, although 
several members of that division have qualified for the final. Preston 
North End, who lost by 3-2 to West Ham United in 1964, were the last. 

Two goals by W. G. Richardson, their centre forward, earned Albion that 
1931 success. A notable figure in their side was the late Stanley Wood, 
who played on the left wing at Wembley and completed his career with 
Halifax Town, turning out against Birmingham in the third-round tie at 
St. Andrew’s over 29 years ago. 

Birmingham's Wembley team was: Hibbs; Liddell, Barkas (an elder 
brother of the former Halifax Town inside forward, Tommy), Cringan, 
Morrall, Leslie, Briggs, Crosble, Bradford (who scored), Gregg, Curtis. 
Major cup fame eluded Birmingham again until 1956. Manchester City were 
3-1 Wembley winners on that occasion. The teams will bring back many 
memories: 

Manchester City: Trautmann, Leivers, Little, Barnes, Ewing, Paul, John¬ 
stone, Hayes, Revie, Dyson, Clarke. 

Birmingham City: Merrick, Hall, Green, Newman, Smith, Boyd, Astall, 
Kinsey, Brown, Murphy, Govan. 

Hayes, Dyson and Johnstone scored for Manchester, and Kinsey for 
Birmingham.

Graham Leggatt. An Aberdonian who was transferred from Fulham last

PETER SPRINGETT. No one will need reminding that Peter is the youngest 
brother of our former goalkeeper Ron Springett. Like Ron, Peter was born in 
Fulham Born on 8th May. 1946. His first League appearance for Rangers was 
aqainst Peterborough on 18th April. 1963. Won a League Cup winners medal 
with Queen's Park Rangers, also a Division Three championship medal. Last 
season established himself in England's Under-23 squad and proved himself a 
worthy successor to his illustrious brother in his first season in the top flight. 

GARY SCOTHORN. A Hoyland boy. bom on 6th June. 1950, and an ex-Barnsley 
and Yorkshire Boys goalkeeper. Had his first experience of senior football in 
Alan Finney s testimonial match at Doncaster in May 1966, and was Wednes¬ 
day's goalkeeper on their Far Eastern tour that summer. It was on 18th 
February. 1967. that Gary had his very big moment, playing against Mansfield 
Town in the fourth round of the F.A. Cup, Wednesday winning 4-0 at Hills¬ 
borough. He was then 16-}. Signed as an apprentice professional on 24th July, 
1965. and full professional forms 6th-June, 1967. 

COLIN SYMM. Outside or inside right. Native of Gateshead and came to 
Wednesday along with Ian Branfoot on 14th May, 1965. Played for Gateshead 
F.C.; an ex-Association of Boys Clubs International, representing County 
Durham Boys. Born 26th November, 1946. He played eight League games 
in all last season. 

ADRIAN WALL. Born at Clowne, Derbyshire, on 25th November, 1949. Made a 
name for himself in schoolboy football and came to Hillsborough as a Wed¬ 
nesday apprentice on 24th July, 1965. An inside forward, Adrian represented 
Derbyshire Boys. Got his First Division chance last season—three appearances. 

ALAN WARBOYS. A newcomer to Hillsborough but not to South Yorkshire. 
Came to us from Doncaster Rovers at the end of May 1968, part of an 
exchange deal involving Brian Usher. A centre forward, Alan is a former Don 
and Dearne Boys player, going to Rovers at 15. Was still an apprentice-pro' 
when " blooded ’* in League soccer. He had nine goals in 32 senior appearances 
for Rovers last season. He's 19 and a six footer. 

JACK WH1THAM. Few players can have made such a dream start to their 
League career as strongly built forward Jack Whitham. On 6th May, 1967, he 
came on as substitute for the injured Brian Usher after half time against 
Burnley at Hillsborough—and scored two goals in Wednesday's 7-0 victory. 
Just to rub it in Jack was actually born in Burnley and is a former Burnley 
and Lancashire county schoolboy player. Born 8th December, 1946, he signed 
for Wednesday early in season 1964-65 after a week's trial and was considered 
a wing half or centre half, though he now seems accepted as a forward. 

PETER WICKS. Goalkeeper. Native of Hemsworth. near Pontefract, was born 
on 14th May, 1948. Was only 16} when he made his League debut against 
Liverpool at Anfield on 16th January, 1965. Signed as an apprentice on 27th 
July, 1963, and signed full professional forms on 14th May. 1965. In May 1966 
was included in the England Youth party that competed in the international 
youth championship in Yugoslavia, playing against Italy. 

JOHN WILKINSON. Inside forward or winger. Born 28th June, 1950, at Leeds. 
Played in the Army team in 1967-68 season. He left the Army to join Wed¬ 
nesday. signing full-time professional forms on 20th May, 1968. 

BRIAN WOODALL. Inside forward or winger, born 6th June, 1948. Joined 
Wednesday on 16th August. 1963, signing full professional forms on 7th June, 
1965. Made his First Division debut last season, scoring twice in eight 
appearances. 

GERRY YOUNG. Wing half, native of Jarrow. joined Wednesday from the 
Tyneside area 12 years ago. Made his League debut in season 1956-57 and 
in those days was looked upon as a forward, rather than a half back. Had a 
spell at centre forward and got a hat-trick against Manchester United at 
Hillsborough on 25th March, 1961. He replaced Peter Eustace, who had come 
in for Tony Kay, at left half against Blackpool on 16th March, 1963. and was an 
immediate hit. Had a run of 16 League games to the end of that season and was 
an ever-present the following season. In 1964 he played for England against 
Wales and missed a second cap through injury. Was left half in the Cup Final. 


JIM McCALLlOG. Inside or centre forward who in April, 1967 became the first 
Sheffield Wednesday player to win a full Scottish cap for 47 years. That was 
against England at Wembley when he scored Scotland's final goal in their 
•3-2 victory. Also played for Scotland against Russia at Hampden Park. Has 
been capped also at schoolboy, youth and Under-23 levels. Born 23rd 
September, 1946, came to Wednesday on 29th October. 1965, from Chelsea. 
Made only a handful of appearances for Chelsea, whom he joined as an 
amateur from Leeds United. In his first season he scored one of the goals 
that knocked Chelsea out of the semi-final and then got the first goal in the 
Cup Final. A native of Glasgow. Ever-present last season. 

DON MEGSON. Left back and club skipper. Has made over 300 League 
appearances since he made his League debut against Burnley on 14th Novem¬ 
ber, 1959. Born at Sale, Cheshire, signed as an amateur outside left in 
October 1952. Don had trials in various positions—inside left, left half, centre 
half, outside left—before settling down at full back. Became a professional in 
June 1953, had a very long wait before finally winning his first team place. Has 
never looked back and in 1960 played for the Football League against the 
Italian League. Skippered the Cup Final side. 

DAVID LESLIE MOBLEY. Brother of Vic, five years younger, born 24th August, 
1948. Left half back, joined Wednesday as an amateur in September, 1965 and 
turned professional the same month. 

VICTOR JOHN MOBLEY. Centre half back, born 11th October, 1943. Was an 
amateur with Oxford City before signing professional for Wednesday in 
August 1961. Got his chance when Peter Swan was injured in April 1964, 
deputising in three games and in 1964-65 became Wednesday’s regular pivot, 
being an ever-present. Quickly gained England Under-23 international recogni¬ 
tion and in fact missed a full England cap against Holland only through injury. 
Was injured in the semi-final against Chelsea and missed the Cup Final, the 
injury proving troublesome and requiring an operation. Ever-present last season. 

KAZIMIERZ NOWAKOWSKI. Full back. Born at Bradford on 30th September. 
1943. Played for both the Bradford and Yorkshire School teams before signing 
full professional forms on 16th August, 1967. 

GRAHAM PUGH. Inside forward, born at Hoole (Chester) on 12th February. 
1948. Another unlucky youngster, getting an injury in April, 1967, which kept 
him out of senior football for over a year. Came back in the last two matches 
of last term. Signed full professional forms on his 17th birthday. Made his 
League debut at outside right on 9th April, 1966, kept his place and his first 
F.A. Cup appearance was in the semi-final against Chelsea. He scored the first 
goal. Went on to play in the Final at 18. 

MICHAEL PRENDERGAST. Centre forward. Born at Denaby Main on 24th 
November, 1950. Played schoolboy football with Don & Dearne Boys. Signed 
as an apprentice professional on 11th October, 1966, and as a full professional 
on 24th November, 1967. 

COLIN PROPHETT. Centre half back. Native of Crewe. Born on 8th March, 
1947. Signed amateur forms 12th September, 1967, and he became a full 
professional 3rd June, 1968. 

JOHN RITCHIE. Centre forv/ard, signed from Stoke City on 11th November. 
1966. Made his debut against Manchester United at Old Trafford a couple of 
days later. Got his first goal for Wednesday at Newcastle on 26th November 
and finished that season with 10 goals in 24 League appearances and five in 
F.A. Cup games, joint leading scorer with David Ford. Topped our League 
scoring charts again last season (18) and won Football League representative 
honours. Born at Kettering, John still lives at Newcastle-under-Lyne, Staffs. 
Always enjoyed playing against us. He scored nine goals in four appearances, 
including a four and a three I 

WILF SMITH. Right back, born 3rd September, 1946, regarded as a Sheffielder 
though he was actually born in Neumunster, West Germany, where his father 
was in the Army. Joined Wednesday on his 15th birthday. Former captain of 
Sheffield Boys; also played for Yorkshire Boys and had an English Schoolboy 
International trial. Formerly a left half, making his debut there in December 
1964 when Gerry Young was out through injury. Had a run of 17 matches, 
became a Youth International, captaining his country in an international 
tournament on the Continent. Was right back in the Cup Final side. Football 
League honours last season. 


FOOTBALL LEAGUE CHAMPIONSHIPS 

Sheffield Wednesday won the Football League championship in the successive 
seasons of 1902-3 and 1903-4 and repeated the dual feat in seasons 1928-29 
and 1929-30. 

The Club have won the Second Division championship five times: 1899-1900; 
1925-26; 1951-52; 1955-56; 1958-59. Wednesday were runners-Up in 1949-50. 

CENTRAL LEAGUE CHAMPIONSHIPS 


Sheffield Wednesday Reserves won the Central League championship in 
1928-29, and in the transitional season of 1945-46. In the latter season, they 
won 63 points and were unbeaten from 1st September. 1945, to 16th February, 

ig46_a run of 25 matches of which 20 were won and five drawn. They 

scored 83 goals against 22. 

The Reserves won the title a third time in 1960-61 with 57 points from 42 
matches of which 25 were won and seven drawn. 


PROFESSIONAL PLAYING STAFF 


IAN BRANFOOT. Born 26th January, 1947. Signed for Sheffield Wednesday 
from Gateshead F.C. during the close season of 1965. Usually a wing half 
back, but has also played at full back in the First Division. Former Association 
of Boys Clubs international, representing County Durham Boys. Made his 
League debut against Burnley at Hillsborough on 9th May, 1966, getting his 
place when Gerry Young was injured. 

KENNETH BURTON. Born in Sheffield on 11th February, 1950. Was a wing 
half when he came to Hillsborough but has been converted very successfully 
to full back, usually left back. Represented England at Youth International level. 
SAM ELLIS. Centre half, born in Ashton-under-Lyne on 12th September. 1946. 
Signed professional for Wednesday on this 18th birthday, preferring a career 
in soccer to one in banking. A former England Youth International trialist, 
Sam got his big break at 19 when, with Vic Mobley injured, he made his 
League debut in April 1966. Kept the spot and with only 10 senior games 
behind him played in the F.A. Cup Final. 

PETER EUSTACE Wing half back, native of Stocksbridge, born July 1944. 
Made a fine name locally with Stocksbridge Works before joining Wednesday. 
After two seasons as an apprentice professional he became a full professional 
in June 1962 and made his League debut at right half against Leicester City 
in August of that year. 

PAUL EVANS. Goalkeeper, born at Kiveton Park, near Sheffield, on 24th 
February, 1949. Joined Wednesday as an amateur in season 1965-66 and 
signed part-time professional when he became 17. 

JOHNNY FANTHAM. Sheffield's record post-war League goalscorer with 143 
in 350 games. Previous record of 140 held by Redfearn Froggatt (Sheffield 
Wednesday) and Derek Page (Sheffield United). League debut against Spurs 
in February 1958. Sheffield born, son of a former Rotherham United half back. 
An amateur one season, Johnny signed pro' for Wednesday in October 1956. 
Toured New Zealand and the Far East with an F.A. team in 1961 and played 
for England against Luxembourg in World Cup preliminary round the same 
year. Two appearances for Football League. Member of our 1966 Cup Final team. 
GORDON FEARNLEY. Inside forward. Born at Bradford on 25th January, 1950. 
Former English Grammar Schoolboy International. Signed for Wednesday as an 
amateur on the 14th October, 1967, and signed full professional forms on 3rd 
July. 1968. 

KEVIN FELLOWS. Inside or centre forward. Sheffield born on 31st January, 
1951. Another ex-Sheffield Schools player. Signed apprentice forms 8th April, 
1966, and he became a full time professional 31st January, 1968. 

DAVID FITZPATRICK. Half back or full back, born in Barnsley on 16th March. 
1950. Played for Barnsley Boys as a centre half and signed apprentice 
professional for Wednesday on 24th July, 1965. 

DAVID FORD. Inside forward, born in Sheffield on 2nd March, 1945. One of 
the game's unlucky players to date, a series of injuries keeping him out of 
football for long periods. Scored the second goal in the Cup Final. Has won 
Under-23 honours and was considered a wonderful prospect. Out for much 
of last season but came back towards the end and was beginning to find the 
form that made him such a feared attacker.
